2 Number of Haunts Raided at St. 
Etienne, Where French end Foreign 
Anerchists Are Supposed to Be in 
Hiding—-A Manifesto Seized—Many 

- AGditional Dynamite Outrages Fre- 
éicted—Crimes. 


PARIS, Nov. 22.— The police of St. Etienne 
have raided a number of haunts where 
French and foreign Anarchists were sup- 
posed to be in hiding, and have seized an 
Anarchist manifesto which is said to have 
been distriduted in many parts of France, 
and possibly mailed to foreign countries, de - 
fending thedynamite outrages at Barcelona 
and at Marseilles, and predicting that other 
and similar outrages would soon be perpe- 
trated in France. 

Several arrests have been made and the 
police throughout the Republic are taking 
every precaution to prevent injury to public 
buildings. Acting upon instructions received 
from the Government, the police are com- 
piling a record of all persons suspected of 
beingin any way connected with Anarchist 

and they will for some time to 
come be kept under the strictest surveill - 
ance.. 

In addition tothe regular force of detec- 
tives the police authorities have been em- 
powered to employ additional agents whose 
duty is to keep a careful watch upon Anarch- 
ists and those they associate with. 

It is understood that the Italian and Span- 
ish Governments are acting in this matter in 
‘accordance with the Government of France, 
and upon the report which will de furnished 
to the Governments of the three countries 
some additional and combined action will be 
taken looking to the suppression of Anarch- 
ists and the prompt arrest and punishment 
of those engaged in dangerous conspiracies.

The police also seized some most important 
documents, which, it is belleved, will enable 
themaif they act promptly to cause many 
ofher Anarchist branches in Spain, France 
and Italy, as wellas in other foreign coun- 
tries, to be raided. 

The polite also raided the house of the wife 
ofan Anarchist known as Pablo Bernat, sit- 
uated in ſthe vicinity of the castle of Mont- 
juich, in front of which fortification Pallas, 
the Anarchist, was shot to death for his at- 
tempt to kill Gen. Martinez Campos. 

Reports are in circulation here to the effect 
that the arrest ofa large number of Anar- 
chists in several cities of Spain«may shortly 
be made, and a number of them are already 
reported to be escaping from the large cities 
into the country, with the hope of making 
their way toward the frontier and into 
France, where they are known to have avery 
large number of sympathizers, and where 
the Anarchist conspiracy is said to be even 
more widespread and completely organized 
than in Spain. 

The information which the authorities 
have, in consequence of the raid, been able 
to give to the Central Government has been 
communicated to the Government of France 
and is likely to lead to a considerable num-

NFF BRIDGE, 


Soundings Being Made in the 
River at Carondelet. 


| The Campbell-Clements Syndicate Sup- 


posed to Be at Work. 


MR. CAMPBELL’S ADMISSION THAT THE 
BRIDGE WAS A PROBABILITY. 


Recent Deals in Real Estate Which In- 
dicate That the Froject Is Likely of 
Realization Eefore Long—What Mr. 
Clements Says-—Not Goverament 
Work. 


For two days a force of engineers and 
workmen have been at work in the Missis- 
sippi River at a point about opposite Bates 
street, making soundings to discover how 
far below the muddy bed of the river the 
rock foundation lies. The men who 
are doing the work are not very com- 
municative, though their craft, a mysterious 
looking affair, somewhat of the appearance 
of a pije driver, is calculated to excite curi- 
osity. It was learned this morning that they 
were making soundings forthe pliers of a 
new bridge over the Mississippi River 
which is to be built under the charter 
granted the late Tom Allen, the 
dullder of the Iron Mountain Rallroad many 
years ago. This charter after being succes- 
sively held by Mr. Charles P. Chouteau, and 
Eastern parties has now come into the pos- 
session, by purchase, of a syndicate of which 
Mr. James Campbell, the broker, is Presi- 
dent, and Mr, John B. Clements of the 
Christy Fire Clay Co. is the leading 
spirit. That Messrs. Clements and 
Campbell mean business is not 
doubted by those who know to what trouble 
they went to hunt up and secure the charter. 
At the same time it is known that these gen- 
tlemen have secured land on the east side of 
the river, presumably for the eastern ap- 
proach to the bridge. 

SOUNDINGS SATISFACIORY. 

The work thus far accomplished by the 
engineers in sounding for the rock founda- 
tion of the friver’s bed has been 
satisfactory. In making these soundings no 
account is taken of the water in the river, 
the only thing to be determined being, how 
much mud or clay thereis between this rock 
and the water, as in sinking the pliers itis 
the removal of this clay or mud 
which causes the labor and expense. The

Three Men Lose Their Lives in a Ten-

“"NEWBERN, Tenn Nov. 22.—In the fire here 
last night three menare known to have lost 
their lives, and the numberof dead may be 
greater. The namesof the dead men are Lee

The Hewaiian Minister Hlatly Contra: 
dicts the Commissioner. 


Wasuincron, D. O., Nov. 22.—Tne rep - 
of the Hawallan Provisional 
Government, Lorrin A. Thurston, furnishes 
the press with a statement covering events 
at Honolulu atthe time of the Queen’s de- 
thronément. In many important particulars 
it is a direct contradiction of the report made 
by Commissioner Blount to President Cleve- 
land. Mr. Thurston first calls attention to 
Blount’s method of constructing his report 
and says: Although he in several places 
states that I wes the leader ofthe revolu- 


tionary movement, he has never asked mea 
question concerning the same, nor given me. 
opportunity to make any statement, al- 
though I ve been at all times ready and 
willing todo so. The same is true of a large 
number of other men who took a lea ling part 
inthe movement of January. Inthe second 
place, his evidence consists exclusively of 
prepared affidavits, or of answers to leading 
questions put by himself at private inter- 
views, no one else being present but the 
stenc grapher. In no instance has there been 
any cross-examination of witnesses, oppor- 
tunity to give contradictory or explain ev- 

idence given or present new evidence.’’. 
Mr. Thurston lays stress on the following 
facts: ;

He concludes his statement as follows:

No Backward Step. 
From the New York WoRLD. 

The Democratic party cannot afford to pur- 
chase the six votes of Loulsiana,’’ as Con- 
gressman Blanchard puts it, by reimposing 
the tariff on sugar that was taken off by the 
McKinley bill. Apart fromthe principle u- 
volved, the bargain would be a bad one, for 
it would cost the party inthe next Congress 
at least thrice six votes from the West and 
Northwest. 

The placing of sugar on the free list was 
the greatest blunder the Protectionists have 
made in the long battle over the tariff. It 
carried into every household in the land 
demonstrative proof that the tariff is a tax; 
that our own people pay it; that it raises the 
price of the commodity on which it is im- 
posed, and that pricescan be cheapened by 
taking it off. Every householder who learned 
that the sugar duty had been removed, and 
then found by experience that as a 
consequence he could buy twenty 
pounds of sugar fora dollar where he had 
previously got only twelve pounds, had re- 
celved an object lesson that no argument 
could discredit. In the light of this practical 
experience the preposterous plea that cheap- 
ness is degrading—that ‘‘a cheap coat makes 
a cheap man’’—was simply laughed at. The 
West and the Northwest were won for tariff 
reform by the adroit use of this conclusive 
object lesson, and throughout the country 
cheapened sugar was pointed to as an indi- 
cation of what a Democratic triumph would 
mean for the consumer. 

Ifthe duty is reimposed and millions of 
voters are thus taught that tariff re- 
form means a higher price for the necessa- 
ries of life, the result cannot fall to be disas- 
trous. The Democratic motto should be, 
Once on the free list always on the free 
lust.

A BAND OF THE MOST DARIEG CROOKS 
IN THE COUNTRY. 


They Have Rifled Letter Boxes in Nearly 
Every City in the Union—The Haul 
That Was Not Made in 8t. Louis— 
Records of Their Escapes From Prison 
A Pupil of Prentice Tiller. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 22.—The notorious. 


mail-box thief, John Mood, was found guilty 
by a jury inthe United states Circuit Court 
yesterday evening, and will be sentenced to 
the Penitentiary. One of Mood’s former 
pals, Charles Webster, furnish much of the 
evidence upon which he was convicted. 

Mood is a member of the Stratton gang of 
all-round crooks. This gangis a fraternity 
of thieves. No man is eligible for membership 
who is not a professional thief. 
absolutely fearless, and capable of planning 
and executing thefts requiring intelligence 
and nerve. Blinkey Morgan, who was 
hanged inthe Columbus (0.) penitentiary, 
was a member of this gang. It has a 
Custodian of its funds who, when one of the 
gang is arrested, comes to the front and 
spends thousands of dollars in bribing de- 
tectives and prison guards to aid in the es- 
Cape of thecriminal. Nearly every member 
of the gang heretofore arrested has escaped 
in this way. Stratton, its present head, es- 
caped from the Colorado State Prison last 
week by bribing the guards, It has operated 
in nearly every big city of the Union, and 
some of the gang have been in jall in St. 
Louls. 

The gang first attracted the attention of 
the United States postal authorities in 1890. 
Early in that year complaints began to come 
in from large cities in every part of the coun- 
try of checks stolen from letter-boxes being 
presented for payment at banks. These 
checks were raised in many instances. Era- 


sive fluids had been used on them and the 
name of the payee changed. If checks were 
payable to the payee by name or order they 
were changed to read ‘*or bearer.’’ The 
checks ranged from $100 to $600. In nineteen 
cases out of twerty the thieves and forgers 
were successful in cashing these checks. 

Inspectors Williams of Missouri, Jacobs of 
New York, Holmes of Cincinnati and Sproeser 
of Washington were detailed to run the gang 
Gown. The supposition then was that letter 
carriers were doing the work, but this 
suspicion was soon dispelled when reports 
began to come in from eiiies all over the 
country. It was evident from the similarity 
of the work that it was alldone by one gang. 
The inspectors worked for a year without 
getting a single clue to the identity of the 
thieves. In the fall of 1891 reports came in 
quick succession from a chain of Western 
cities extending from Denver toward 
the Southeast, The inspectors believed 
that the gang was working m 
the direction of Atlanta, Ga., and 
would eventually operate inthatcity. They 
went there and waited for the thieves to 
come. Nov. 2, 1991, four men arrived tn At- 
lanta and put up at the best hotel. Their 
actions convinced the inspectors that they 
were the letter box thieves. They were ar- 
rested and gave the names of Charls Hub- 
bard, James K. Stratton, Thomas C. Boalen 
and Sheeney Armstrong. Among their bag- 
gage were found fifty-letter-box keys, vices, 
filles, erasive fluids, inks and other parapher 
nallia ofthe trade. This was direct evidencs 
against them. 5 

Stratton was taken to Denver, tried in the 
State courts, and in February, 1892, sen- 
tenced to twenty-one years in the State 
Prison in Canon City. In August of the same 
yeer he approached his guard with an offer 
of $1,000 in cash if he would enable him to 
carry on a correspondence with outside con- 
federates. The guard told the Warden and 
the latter told him to go ahead and accept 
the offer. Several letters were sent out by 
Stratton, and arrangement the 
guard one night met Stratton’s two con- 
federates outside the prison walls. They 
were surrounded by guards and captured. 
Qne of them was the notorious Frank Bruce, 
now serving a sentence in Indiana. The 
men had clothing for Stratton and $2,000 in 
cash. The two men were imprisoned. Bruce. 
bribed his guard and escaped; the other man 
is still in prison. Stratton escaped by saw- 
ing the bars of his cell and scaling the wall. 
Detectives say that his guards were bribed. 
He Is still at large. 

Boalen was takento Nashville, where the 
inspectors had a clear case againsthim. He 
had beenin jail just two weeks when his 
guards were bribed and he escaped. 

Charles Hubbard was taken tot. Louis, 
tried and sentenced to Jefferson City. He 1s 
there now. 

The inspectors were satisfied that they had 
not captured half the gang at Atlanta. Later 
they located Prentice Tiller, the noted St. 
Louis express thief, at Detroit, Mich., and 
he was sentenced to seven years in the Jack- 
son Penitenti „ He bribed his guards and 
escaped from there last April and has not 
been recaptured.

Address of Secretary Carlisle Before New 
York Financiers. 


New Yorn, Nov. 22.—Secretary Carlisle 
made an address last night at the annual 
dinner of the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce, in reply to the toast, ‘‘Commerce 
demands and the honor of the country re- 
quires that the obligations of the United 
States shall be paid in coln current in any 


market of the world, and that this question 


shall be settled for all time and deyond 
controversy.’’ 


In the course of his speech the secretary

Gold ts the only international 8 and 
all trade balances are settled in gold, or, 
which is the same thing, ona gold is, all 


other forms ot currency being adjusted to 


that standard. It is useless for the advocates 
of a different system to insist that this ought 
not to be so; it is so, and we cannot chan 
the fact. But the gold eagle and double 
eagle are not accepted ata particular valua- 
tion in these settiements simply Decause the 
United States of America have declared b 
law that they shall be lega 
tender at their nominal value, 
but solely because the builion contained in 
them, if uncoined, would be worth every- 
where the same amount. This is a great and 
owerful Government, but there is one thing 
t can not do—it cannot create money. There 
are some things, however, which the Gov- 
ernment can do for the establishment and 
preservation of a sound and stable currency. 
In the exercise of its constitutional authority 
to coin money and regulate the value there- 
of.“ it can suspend or limit the coinage of 
either metal, whenever it is ascertained that 
the coins of the two metals, of the same de- 
nomination, are of equal value; or it can 
change their legatratio so as to make them 
as nearly equal in value as possible; or it can 
maintain the parity of its coins b; receiving 
them and their paper representatives in pay- 
ment or all 2 dues and discharge all of 
its own obligations 
money its creditors — demand. 
The country has recently heard a great deal 
about Dimetallism and a double standard, 
and it is possible that these subjects will con- 
tinue to be discussed to some extent in the 
future. For my part, I have never been able 
to understand what is meunt by a double 
standard, or double measure of value, and I 


‘have never found any one who could tell me 


To my mind itseems as absurd to coaten 
that there should be twojdifferent stand- 
ards or measures of value as it would be te 
insist upon having two yardsticks of differ- 
ent lengths or two gallons of different dimen- 
sions,. If there were two standards, or 
measures not equalin value, it is evident 
that one of them must be a false measure zand 
if they were of equai value, it is evident that 
no matter what the law might declare, there 
would be in fact but one measure, although 
com posed of two different kinds of materia i. 
If, for instance, the silver dollar and the 
gold dollar were of precisely the’same value 
and could be so kept at all times, there 
would ve, in fact, but one standard, one 
unit for the measurement of values. What. 
ever that actual standard may be as estab- 
lished by the laws of trade and finance 
whether it be so many grains of fine gol 
or so many grains of fine silver, it is 
the duty of the Government to conform to 
it in the payment of its obligations and 
in all its dealings with the people. 

This does not imply that silver is to have 
no place in our monetary system, Whatis to 
be the ultimate fate of that metal is one of 
the problems which time and events alone 
can solve, but for many yoars, notwith- 
standing all our legislation in its support, 
the fluctuations in its value have been so 
rapid and so great as to demonstrate the 
fact that it can not be safely coined without 
limitations into money of final redemption at 
the existing ratio or at any other ratio that 
might be established. It is not posssible, under 
extsting circumstances, for any one Govern- 
ment to establish and maintain a stable re- 
lation det ween the two metals, and for this 
reason alone, if there were no others, we are 
bound to place some reasonable limitations 
upon the coinage and use of silver. tiow

The Wellston Poultry Man Interviewed 
This Morping. 


Louis Enners, the poultry dealer at Wells- 
ton, who for some weeks past has given the 
residents of that little St. Louls County 
town something about which to gossip, 
by suing his wife, Kate Enners, for a di- 
vorce, and whois accused by her ot eloping 
with her sister-in-law, Miss Ida Huffman of 
Springfield, Mo., was found to-day by a 
Post-DIsPaTcH reporter in a second-story 
room ina building on North Broadway read- 
ingan account of his pecullar actions as 
published in the PosTt-DIsPATCH ot ten days 
ago. While Mr. Enners has parted with 
his luxuriant growth of Galways he was 
recognized by the photograph published in 
the Posr-Disraron and asked if his name 
was not Enners. He never looked up from his 
paper, butin answer replied that he wasa 
machinist and was working in Illinois at 
times, sometimes in St. Louis. When m- 
formed that he very much resembled Enners, 
who on last evening was accused of visit- 
ing his wife’s house and making away 
with the furniture and giving her a good 
beating, he dropped the paper he was read- 
ing and standing up remarked: 

„My name is. Enners, and that re- 
port is an outrageous. Ile, Since so 
much has been written about my case at the 
instigation \ of my wife, I Will 
now na ve my rn will 
state thateverything my wife has said.re- 
garding me is false in every 
particulagsy. and I can prove it 
by responsible persons. I was married 
to her about twelve years ago, and I can 
truthfully say that it has been twelve years 
at torment and torture. 

DENOUNCES HIS WIFE. 

Her name was not Huffman when I mar- 
ried her, but Steth or some such name, 
she claiming to have been married 


before. She had a son named Peter. I had 
been married but about two months when I 
learned the things about her previous life 
which made me determine to leave her 
then, but I changed my mind 
and endeavored to make the 
best out of a bad bargain. When the boy, 
Peter, grew up he gave me no little trouble, 
getting me into two law suits and innumer- 
able fracuses with his mother. I could bear 

this state of affairs no longer and Itold my 
wife that the boy would have to 
leave or I should.
